WASHENGTON, December 15.—( ‘omptroller | 
Trenholm appeared before the house committee 
on banking and currency today, by request, to 
state his views touching the ngtional 
pire 5 stated to the com- 
mittee he was not yet fully prepared to suggest 
a scheme of reorganization of the present sys- 
tem, but believed that he would be able to sug- 
gest a practicable plan some time in Jan- 
uary next, meanwhile, he submitted fur con- 

sideration of the committee, the draft of bill 
amendatory of the laws relating to national 
banking associations. 

The first section of the bill provided that the 
oaths required to Be taken by officers of bank- 
ing associations may be administered by 
United States commissioners, notaries publi: 
and other officers using an official seal. 

The second clause authorizes an assistant 
cashier to make certifications and verifications 
inthe absence or disability of the cashier. 
The signing of certified notes is, however, ex- 
cepted from the duties that may be so trans- 
ferred. 

The third section provides that if any per- 
son designated by the comptroller to examine 
the afiairs of the bank shall make any false 
entry in any statement made to the 
comptroller with intent to deceive, 
he shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and punished by imprisonment. 
The fourth section proposes to amend section 
5209 revised statutes by adding after the word 
“association,” in the eleventh line, the words 
“or comptroller of currency.” 

The fifth section requires that bonds required 
to be kept on deposit in the treasury as a basis 
for circulation shall be interest-bearing, and 
when such bonds are called they must be 
replaced within three months after notice by 
interest-bearing bonds, and in default the 
comptroller is authorized to appoint a receiver 

to close up the affairs of the bank. In case 
bends deposited to secure’ circulation 
exceed the minimum amount réqnired 
by law the excess may be placed with 
other interest-bearing bonds or the circulation 
secured by the excess shall be surrendered by 
the association, whereupon the excess shall be 
delivered by the treasurer of the United States 
to the secretary of the treasury for redemption, 
with instructions to deposit, from the proceeds, 
with the treasurer lawful money to the amount 
of the ontstanding circulation secured by such 
bonds, and hold the residue on account of the 
association holding the bonds. ‘The sixth sec- 
tion provides that bonds of directors shall be 
constituted for not less than five directors, ex- 
clusive of vice-president and of cashier, if he 
be a member of the board. 

_ The seyenth section makes it unlawful fora 
bank to take, either in its own name or that of 
any corporation or person, for its benefit, any 
mortgage upon real estate as security for con- 
temporaneous loans, or for advances. But no 
association is prohibited from discounting any 
bill of exchange of promissory note not having 
more than four months to run, although the 
same may be secured by real estate, when dis- 
counted for the inderser in the ordinary course 
of business, and when a mortgage or licn is 
merely collateral. 

The eighth section provides that section 5200 
revised statutes, regarding total liabilities, 
shall not apply to loans made upon collateral 
security, at least equal in value to the amount 
payable, but it is stipulated that the total lia- 
bility of any person or firm to banking associa- 
tions, including 2 Ican or eollateral, shall not, 
at any time, exceed ten per centupon the ag- 
gregate of its paid in capital stock and surplus 
fund, minus the 20 per cent capital required by

making loans contrary to law shall be sabject- 
ed toa penalty which is not specified in the 
dyait.

The House Committee Busy on the Rivets. 
P and Harbors---The Interstate Bill. 

WASHINGTON, December 15.—The engineer’s 
estimate for the riverand harbor improvements 
wese taken up by the house committee on. 
rivers and harbors today, and items of the ap- 
propriation were roughly fixed for all the har- 
bers and some of the rivers on the Atlantic 
ecast from Maine to Maryland inclusive. In 
fixing the appropriations the committee is pur- 
sting the policy of allowing about 25 pescent } 
of the amount which the chief of engineers 
rports can be profitably ‘expended 
on improvements. If this poli- 
ey is adhered to the result 
will be a bill making an aggregate appropria- 
tion of between seven and eight million dollars. 
The seeretary of war reconimended a gross ap- 
propriatiod of ten million dollars with a view 
to facilitating ection on the bill in the senate 
and avoiding a conflict between the two houses. 
The honse committee is consultimg members of 
the senate committee on commerce on the de- 
tails of the bill, and several items have al- 
ready beén inserted at their suggestion. 

The couference report on the interstate com- 
meree bill has been signed by all the conferees 
except Senator Platt, and is ready for presenta- 
tion to the two houses. Senator Platt will not 
sign it. His principal objection is the prohibi- 
tien of pooling.

STREET.

a million shares was the total business of stocks 
today, which has never before been equaled in 
the history of the exchange, and but seldom 
approached. The panicky feeling which de- 
veloped in some of the low-priced shares in 
the past two days spread to the more substan- 
tial stocks, and the pressure to sell exceeded 
anythingever seen in ‘the board room, The 
bears began the attack at the opening, but the 


orders. to sell for both sides of account were 


-overwhdlming, the only desire séeming to be 
‘to get out. The demands for more margins 
rem fred. unanswered, and closing out sales 
were a large proportion of the business done. 
The attendance at the board was greater than 
ever seen before, and every broker nearly had 
orders to sell at market. The excitement was 
intense, the feeling bordering closely 
upon the panic. Foreign buying aided 
to check the first decline, before 
the end of the first hour, but the pressure was 
again renewed and stocks, which had held up 
well under the first slump, then gave way with 
arush. Toward the énd of the session both 
bulls and bears became alarmed at the magni- 
tude of the decline, and buying orders were 
freely given out, resulting in a marked re- 
covery over the entire list. It was also re- 
ported that several influential operators, who 
have been credited of late with a desire to see 
a material decline, had began to buy, and thus 
induced a free covering of sales which helped 
the final rally, 

THE MONEY MARKET 
worked extremely hard, the rate running up 
to as high as one half a point perday and in- 
terest. The heavy decline was made by the 
Tennessee coal company.- Only one failure 
was announced on the board, although rumors 
ef others were thick at one time. The deliv- 
ery hour was passed with no further announce- 
ment of that nature, and a much better feeling 
took possession of the room. The opening was 
extremely weak, the declines frem last even- 
ing’s fignres exceeding one per cent for a large 
number ofthe activestocks, while Reading was 
down 2i percent.

' TEXAS, 

Pecos city has now four artesian wells flow- 
ing 40,000 ga}lons per hour, suflicient to supply 
a city of 10,000 inhabitants, 

Cotton picking at Bridgeport is comparative- 
ly over for this season. The cotton crop aver: 
aged about one-sixth of a bale to the acre. 


Work is gressing at the coal mines at 
Bridgeport, but in a limited manner, as the 
market is too inaccessible to warrant extensive 
operations. 

Phe acreage of the wheat crop at Bridgeport 
is fifty per cent larger than that of last year, 
The farmers say that wheat looks very fine, 
but is now in need of rain. 

Herds of cattle are being driven into the neigh- 
borhood of Pleasonton every few days in seareh 
of grass, which they find in abundance and at 
reasonable rates. 

Twenty-five ear loads of machinery passed 
through Laredo into Mexico Wednesday, All 
of it was from England, and consisted of mining 
machinery and a complete outfit for a woolen 
factory. 

The sine in the vicinity of Bridgeport is 
very short, and fears are entertained by the 
stockmen in that section that their cattle will 
perish for food this winter, as the range is their 
sole dependence. 

Mary Williams was severely, if not fatally, 
burned while making a fire at her unclo’s hoyse 
in Marshall, caused by her clothing catching on 
fire.

Does Such Culture Pay? 

. We learn that there is trouble in the high- 
toned ‘‘Dickey club’’ of Harvard university.

The matron com- 
plained, and the president dismissed three 
students and suspended several others. 

On the heels of this interesting story comes 
the information that one of the players in 


the Thanksgiving day football match be- 
tween Yale and Princeton, at New Haven, is 
dying from the injuries he received in the 
game and his exposnre in the field. 

We cannot close our eyes to the fact that 
some of the pastimes at the northern college: 
are reckless, and some of the sporis are 
brutal and dangerous. When students learn 
at colleges to disregard the property rights 
of others, and view with complacency the 
spectacle of a man slaughtered to add zest to 
a holiday, it is time to enter an emphatic 
protest. 

While we are on this subject it is worthy 
of remark that our southern colleges seem to 
have escaped the evils which characterize 
their northern contemporaries. In our col- 
leges we hear of no deaths from hazing or 
from athletic games, and yet our boys are 
fond of manly sports, and are not averse to a 
frolic now and then. Until further light is 
thrown upon the situation, we cannot help 
questioning the value of the culture ot Har- 
vard, Yale and Princeton. There is some- 
thing wrong in a system in which malicious 
mischief and the sacrifice of human life are 
considered mere incidents. 


An Interesting Case. 

The decision of Judge Given in the suit 
brought to enjoin the Des Moines, Iowa, dis- 
tillery excites great interest in the prohibi- 
tion states. 

When Iowa passed a law prohibiting the 
manufacture and sale of liquor, the courts 
decided that under the federal constitution 
and the legislation regulating and protecting 
interstate commerce, the distilleries could 
not be prohibited from manufacturing 

iquors not intended to be exported as bever- 

ages. The Des Moines distillery, however, 
manufactured and exported liquors for con- 
sumption as beverages. The temperance 
people sued out an injunction,- with the 
result above stated. 

Judge Given in his decision took the posi- 
tion that “the right of ‘export was unlim- 
ited,’’ and that after the liquors were taken 
out of the state they became subject to the 
law of the place of their destination, and the 
state of Iowa could not control or regulate 
the use of its products beyond its own bound- 
aries, 

It goes without saying that the temper- 
ance people of Iowa will now demand a 
stricter prohibition law. They are willing 
that liquor should be manufactured in their 
state to be used for medicinal and mechanical 
purposes, but they are not willing to have it 
go into the stomachs of the benighted people 
in the neighboring ‘‘wet’’ states. So the 
prohibition campaign will have to be fought 
over again on a new line. 


The Tulip Mania, 
Speculation may be judicious. This is 


palace or a poor house. } 


Our special correspondent telegraphed yes- 
terday that the break approached to the 
verge ofa panic. Inregard to this, it may 
be said that the country at large is in a con- 
dition to smile at any panic among the stock 
gamblers. At the same time, the public is 
interested in knowing the particular cause 
that brought about Tucsday’s tumble. The 
explanation is very simple and very natural. 
The country has been gradually approaching 
an era of good times. The gamblers, seeing 
this approach and scenting the tremendous 
profits ahead, proceeded to discount the sit- 
wation. They have inangarated and carried 
on a boom in prices for which there was no 
justification. They have boomed stocks far 
Beyond their real value, and in this boom 
worthless stocks have been carried along 
with the strong ones. Prices have advanced 
under Wall street manipulation at least forty 
per cent. 

The result of this artificial boom in Wall 
Street was that the very large constituency 
represented by the gamblers there have been 
buying very heavily. The worst of it is, 
they bave been borrowing money to bny 
with. This is shown by the condition of the 
New York banks, which have the smallest - 
rererves reported in late years. The con- 
tinued pressure on these institutions, which 
are cautious and conservative, notwithstand- 
ing their connection with Wall street, has 
caused them to call in their loans as rapid] y as 
possible. They have had a very large volume 
of these, and the result of the call is a scarcity 
of money in the street and a tremendous sac- 


rifice of stocks. The banks have simply . 


deemed it prudent to increase their reserves, 
and the various expedients heretofore resort- 
ed to having failed, they have refused to fur- 
ther uphold the market. The result was 
Tuesday's break ia prices, and the decline 
that preceded it.

Syndicates 
speculated in bulbs, and sold flowers which 
they did not own and which they never 
expected to  delivér. Millions of 
dollars changed hands. Men grew im- 
mensely rich in a short time, and for a year 
or two Holland enjoyed the greatest boom 
in her history. The end had to come, and 
it came with acrash. The millionaires of 
one day found themselves on the next miser- 
able paupers with a few flower pots of no 
value whatever. : 

The moral is that speculators should in- 
vest in something of substantial value, and 
let fancy investments alone.

The diocese 
was then attached to the diocese of the city of 
Charleston, e made her solemn vows at the 
early age of sixteen years. She taught inall the 
schools of this diocese with remarkable suecess, 
and her pupils are now married members of the 
different congregations in the various cities where 
she has resided. The deceased was remarkable for 
her rare scholastic acquiremeuts and accurate in- 
formation regarding the minutest details of the art 
of teaching. Not only was she highly gifted and 
learned, but she possessed the rare and valuable 
faculty of being able to impart her knowledge to 
those whom she taught. She was familiar with 
every depaitmen’ of educational work. She was 
exceptionally versatile, being a skilful painter, a 
good musician and peculiarly deft in. the use of 
the needle, Her disposition was loveable. So 
modest and retiring was she that few would recoz- 
nize the abie sisterin the humble nun. She cane 
to Atlanta last August to take charge of the young 
community of the St. Peter’s and St. Paul’s church, 
She won the confidence of the children and their 
parents, who will hold her memory in tenderness 
und love. Always a sufferer from acute headaches, 
she never once allowed her physical affliction to 
interfere with her duties as a nun. She was at- 
tecked a week ago with pneumonia, and despite 
the skill of physicians aud the loving minis- 
tration of friends,.’she succumbed to the 
disease, and peacefully passed away yesterday af- 
ternoon., Always prepared for death, she faced the 
monster without fear and witha calm resignation, 
and her dying bed was a beautiful illustration of 
Christian triumph. 

The funeéral services will take place at St. Peter’s 
and St. Paul’s church, in §Marieita street, this 
morning at balf-past ten o’clock. Solemn high 
ma:s of requiem will be chanted, the Rev. Fathers 
Keily, O’Brien and McMahon officiating. The fol- 
lowing gentlemen will act as pall-bearers; Dr. IR.

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FROM FOOT TO KNEE, 


~ How a Burnt Boy Got a New Growth of Skin 


on His Leg, 
From the Chicago News. 

A curious and interesting surgical operation 
has been in progress forsome time at a west side 
medical college. The patient was a little boy who 
had been terribly burned and whose right leg had 
been so badly injured that all the musclesin the 
lower portion had contracted and left this part of 
the Jimb entirely useless, it being drawn up almost 
parallel with the upper joint. Besides this the skin 
on the knee had been destroyed by the fire and that 
part wee raw sore some five inches in diameter. 

It was necessary to amputate the lower portion of 
the limb,-and the surgeons wished to heal the sore 
knee so that it would bear the weight of the body 
on an» artificial limb. To do _ this ther 
were obliged to transplant skin from 
ancther portion oof the body to the 
injured member, and, as the foot could never be of 
use, it was decided to take the hard skin from the 
sole and put it on the injured knee. Accordingly 
the boy was put under the influence of ether ant a 
dozen tiny pieces of skin, the twentieth part of an 
inch or so square, were cut from the sole of the 
foot deep enough to secure the entiré thickness of 
the cuticle and were bound upon the-sore very 
much as a piece of sod is transplanted from one 
piece of ground to the other. About fifty per cent. 
of the picces that were transplanted took root in 
the new place and a successful operation was as- 
sured. The surgeons had just begun to think that 
the useless leg and the foot that had supp. ied the ma 
terial for the new knee might soon be amputated, 
when the lad failed to put in an appearance. He 
had hobbled off on his one good leg and a pair of 
crutches, and a diligent search has failed to reveal 


For Seventy-Five Cents.

Little Judge Duffy administered justice in 
the case of Oscar Roberts at the Tombs yesterday 
with the wiedom of Solomon of old. The judge re- 
cently discharged Roberts, who was arraigned be- 
fore him for larceny, on the condition that he 
should pay to the complainant, Jacob Davis, what 
was owingtohim. David keeps a tailoring estab- 
lishment at No. 532 Broadway, and pays to men 
and women 12 and 15 cents for sewing a pair of 
pants. A month ago he let Oscar Roberts haye 
15 unsewed pants tomake up. Roberts livedina 
wretched room at No. 70 Goerck street, and at that 
time bad two children, whom he supported on 
earnings of $9 a week. To earn this sum he toiled 
hard all day and sometimes worke@ at night. A 
week after receiving the unsrewed pants from 
David he went back and was given a large bundle 
ofthem. When he had earned $16 he delivered 
all but half a dozen of the pants and begged Da- 
vid to advance him alittle money on the work 
done. He said that both of his children was very 
sick and he wanted money to buy food for them 
and pay for medical care. David replied: 

“Not a cent until you return all the pants.”’ 

In despair Roberts went home and pawned Da- 
vid’s cloth to buy the necessaries of life for his 
children, David had him arrested on the charge 
of larceny. While Roberts wasin jail one of his 
children died. Judge Duffy, after listening to the 
wretched man’s story, discharged him with the 
understanding that he should clear off his indebt- 
edness to David. 

Yesterday Roberts wasin court again, and David 
appeared, saying that his debtor had not obeyed 
the mandate of the little judge.

Editorial Short Stops Caught on the Fly by 
The Constitution Reporters. , 
When the fiftieth congress is called to order: 
for the first time since the adoption of the four- 


national legislature, 


representatives, ©’Hara, of North Carolina, and 
Smalls, of South Carolina.“ Both were defeated at 
the recent election. In O'Hara's district there was 
a contest between the pure blacks and the mulat- 
toes. O’Hara is about the color of ripe pumpkin 
and ratherairy. He is the king of the half breeds 
in his section, but the pure blood darkies grew 
tired of his dictation. The republican convention, 
’ composed almost entirely of negroes, broke up in 
a row, dividing on yellow and black lines. The 
buff statesmen nominated O'Hara and the 
blacks put up a candidate of thelr own 
color who is said to be the blackest negro in North 
Carolina, The democrats, appreciating the situa- 
tion, nominated a candidate and elected him. The 
“brother in black” beat the “brother in buff,”’ but 
both were defeated by the democrat, who will take 
his seat without a contest. 


In Smalls’s distriet there was considerable dis- 
satisfaction among the colored voters, but Smalls 
scooped the nomination of his party without much 
difficulty. It had been considered useless for a 
democrat to run in this district {which was gerry- 
mandered so as toincludea great majority of biacks 
and leave the other districts of the state safe to the 
democrats, but the nomination was tendered to 
Colonel Elliott, of Beaufort, and he 
accepted it. He had every advantage that 
2 white man could possess in sucha district. All 
the negroes knew him. He had been conspicuous 
as their friend in the courts where he had appeared 
as defending and prosecuting counsel for colored 
clients when race prejudiceran high. He had 
done many substantial favors for his negro neigh- 
bors, and was known throughout the district as one 
who was ready to stand by aman in the right re- 
gardless of his color. He made an active canvass 
of the district; met the negroes face to face; showed 
how he had been their friend. and asked them to 
support him. Thousands of them did so and the 
result was that he beat Smalls about 809 votes. The 
result was & great surprise to Smalls, who had 
counted on the solid support of the negroes 
in his district. He is going to contest Colonel El- 
liott’s seat on the ground that the polls were not 
opened in some of the precincts at the proper 
hour, 


Smalls owes his prominence in South Carolina to 
a daring act which he performed during the seize 
of Charleston in the late war. He was a pilot and 
knew the harbor perfectly. Though in the service 
of the confederate government, he naturally sympa- 
thized with the federal cause and watched for an 
opportunity to doit a service. One night he suc- 
ceeded in stealing the steamer ‘“Planter,’’ having 
won the crew over to his plot, ran it past the con- 
federate gunboats and Fort Sumter and delivered it 
to the yankee fleet at daybreak next morning. It 
was converted into a gunboat and, under the pilot- 
age of Smalls, did efficient service against Charles- 
ton. 


For this bold act he was kept on the pay-roll of 
the union navy during the war and congress passed 
an act appropriating to him half the assessed value 
of the steamer, about $20,000, I think. The other 
half went to the crew who canie out with Smalls. 


Hiram P, Revels, of Mississippi, was the first ne- 
gro to occupy a seat in the United State senate. He 
served from 1869 to 1875. As he went out another 
negro, Blanche K. Bruce came in from the same 
state. Heretired from the sénate in 1881 and was 
at once appointed by President Garfleld registrar of 
the treasury.” He held that position until 
President Cleveland put General Rosecrans in 

his place about eighteen months ago. Bruce owns 
two largeplantations in Mississippi, and is worth 
$200,000. “He lives in Washington in a house of his 
own and in considerabic style. His wife is so light 
that she is genezally mistaken for a white woman. 


Revels is farming in Mississippi and fs well off. 
He and Bruce aré the only two negroes who ever 
reached the senate. There have been thirteen 
negroes in the house ot representatives. South 
Carolina has sent six of these, viz., Robert B.. Elli- 
ott, Joseph H. Rainey, Richard H. Cain, Robert C. 
Le Large, Alonzo J. Ransier and Robert Smalls. 
Alabama sent these three, Benjamin F. Turner, 
Jere Haralson and James T.. Rapier. Mis- 
sissippi elected Jobn R. Lynch. Josiah T. Walls 
came from Florida, James E. O’Hara has had 
three terms from North Carolina and Jeff Long, of 
Macon, is Georgia’s solitary contribution of Afri- 
can blood to congress. 


The forty-third congress had the heaviest colored 
representation ever known. Revells, of Mississippi, 
was in the senate and in the house, there were the 
following six members: Walls, ot Florida; Rapier, 
of Alabama; Elliott, Cain, Rainey and Ransier, of 
South Carolina. It wasin that congress that El- 
liott made his famous speech in sypport of the 
civil rights bill. It was one of the/ most eloquent 
efforts of the session and created décidedl y a great- 
er sensation than any other’ speech of the 
year because it came from a_i Géol- 
ored man. Elliott bad graduated at Harvard 
and was really an accomplished man, besides being 
one of rare natural abilities, He was notof pure 
blood, but the African strain largely predominated. 
Elliott practiced law suecessfully for several years 
after leaving congress, and died in South Carolina. 


Elliott and Lynch were the two most intellectual 
negroes of all that ever held seats in congress. 
Lynch was almcst as good a speaker as Elliott, and 
was his superior in many respects. He had a better 
social address, was more liberal in his views, and 
had more friendships among his white colleagues 
than any colored man could ever claim in congress. 
Secretary Lamar always thought highly of him, and 
when Lynch was in the house and Lamar in 
the senate they consulted about legislation directly 
afieciting Mississippi as often as any two members 
from that state. Lynch was the temporary chair- 
man of the last national republican convention, 
defeating Powell Clayton, of Arkansas, for that 
office. He is now farming in Mississippi, and has 
foresworn politics. 


The roughest negro of all that have been in con- 

(ress was Turner, of Alabama. He had beena 
‘ostier all his life and had become the proprietor 
) & peripatetic breeding stable. His acquaintance 
vith the negroes of his district and his natural 
Soldness pushed him ahead of the smarter negro 
politicians and secured him a seat in congress. He 
was & heavy set, rough fellow who was queerly out 
of place while here, and since his retiremént has 
sunk into obscurity. Rainey, of South Cardlina, a 
sensible man, after leaving congress, entered the 
wood and coal business in Washington, and is do- 
ing well at it. 


It may be said of all the negroes who have yet 
been sent to congress that they have deported 
themselves while in public life rémarkably well. 
Not one of them was ever mixed upin a congres- 
sional. scandal, though they were  thick- 
eat here when the lobby was boldest and congress 
most corrupt. They have uniformly been decent 
in their conduct, and regular in __ their 
attention to public duty. Only one or two of them 
Jave been of that class of professional negroes of 
which Fred Douglass is the type and several of 
them have been among the most advanced leaders 
of their race in the direction of lutelligentindustry 
and good citizenship, 

Considering their circumstances, the natura) 
prejudice against them, and their opportunities to 
fit themselves for publie life, they have done re’ 
markably well and have merited the respect and 
ng which they have generally received at 
the hands of their white colleagues in congress,

SUMMARY OF THE SITUATION. 


a 


The “Slump” in Stecks and Its Causes---A 
Bear Party at Last in Existence. 
From the New York Herald. 

New Yor«K, December 12.—The dangerous féat- 
ure ef the bull speculation, to which we called at- 
tention one week ago—the vast quantity of stocks 
being carried on their margins with “stop orders’’ 
— has since resulted in a very sharp decline. 

The general feeling of distrust among consetva- 
tive people caused by the knowledge of this weak 
element in the situation and by their belief that 
many of the fancies had been marked up beyond 
measurable distance of their intrinsic value, with- 
drew support from the market and made the reac- 
tien easier. 

Nearly all of the news of the week was of a ‘na- 
ture to favor those who were wating te “jump: on 
the market’ as soon as they saw an opportunity. 
The collapse of the artificial “boom” in mining 
Stocks sct people to thinking and made the specu- 
lative community apprehensive. Then came the 
*‘break’’ in petroleum from 81 cents to 66 cents a 
barrel. Wall street has of late had little interest 
in that market, but the crash and the accompany- 
ing failures increased the general nervousness. 

Talk of war abroad and the virtual cessation of 
London buying exerted a depressing effect. More 
potent than any of these was the influence of tight. 
money—artificially tight at times, being bid up on 
one occasion as high as twenty per cent at the 
stock exchange. Against one andall of these in- 
fluences the market offered an obstinate resistance, 
and every set back was succeeded by a sharp re- 
covery. it was evident, however, that. prices gave 
way 2 little easier at each succeeding reaction; 
Lulls became tired and a bear contingent was call- 
ed into existence, 

Attorney-General Cassidy's motion for an in- 
junction against the anthracite and railroad pools 
in Pennsylvania threw a wet blanket over the 
market, but its effect was insignificant compared 
with that of Judge Gresham’s decision removing 
Gould’s receiver from control of the Wabash lines 
and practically smashing the unjust plan on which 
the reorganization of that extensive railroad sys- 
tem was proceeding. The “break’’ in Wabash 
stocks naturally affected the general list. The de- 
cision, however, stimulated certain securities, as 
for instance the Texas Pacific income bonds, the 
position taken by the court immeasurably strength 
ening the position taken by the bondholders. 

Next dey the Reagan inter state commerce bill, 
which prohibits railroad pools, came up as the 
speculative bugaboo. The appearanee of this had 
apparently been awaited by Mr. Cammack and his 
friend Mr. Gould, for on Friday those worthies— 
unless all signs fail—began to sell the market, cau- 
tiously at first and with more boldness asthey found 
it give way. The leaders of the Reading and other 
pools were apparently willing toseea reaction in 
the hope that a short interest would be created in 
their specialties. Seeing what was going onthe 
traders of the board room, who for weeks past have 
been bearishly inclined, fell to and helped the de- 
cline. Such isthe rationale of the reaction, and 
there is no, evidence that the short lines put out 
have yet been covered. 

As to the underlying situation, no change has ee- 
curred for the worse; on the contrary, it has, ifany- 
thing, improved. The Thomas [ron company will 
tomorrow publish its prices for the coming year, 
which will show asubstantial advance. It has al- 
ready on its books orders for 116,000 tons ahead. 
Just ope year ago other companies, in view of the 
cemand for iron, proposed an /advance of prices, 
to go into effect on the first of January last, but the 
Thomas Company declined to mark up prices on 
the ground that such a course might put a damper 
on the demand, and no advance was made. That 
this conservative concern now marks up prices is 
prerty good evidence that the trade is in thorough- 
prosperous cendition, and as iron is regarded as 
“the barometer industry,’’ this isa decidedly cheer- 
fulindication. It may, however, prove that the 
demand is chiefly for rails, caused by projected ratl- 
road extensions. 

The promised consolidationsamong southern rail- 
roads is a favorable element in the speculative situ- 
ation; a universal advance in east bound rates from 
Chicago will go into effect on the 20th inst.: rates 
west from Pittsburg and Wheeling have been mark- 
ed up, and with the exception of the St. Paul the 
earnings of ail the great systems appear to be satis- 
factory. About $1,500,000 gold arrived from Europe 
last week; about $2,000,000 ison the way and ster- 
ling exchange is down 1o a point which makes fur- 
ther imports probable. The monetary situation is 
such as to make it likely that the stringency of 
money will pet continue at most beyond the first 
prox., when the “‘January disbursements” will swell 
the supply of loanable funds, ae

enormons and further declines, ranging up to 1% 
per cent in the general list, were made while Rich- 
mond and West Point lost 6 percent, Hocking ¥a!- 
ley 4 and Reading .2'44. Thé. market soon re- 
ceived support and some of the active stocks soon 
showed advances over the opening figures, while 
others were very weak. Grangers, trunk lines and 
Union Pacific were noticeably strong.

THE CHICAGO MARKET.

CHICAGO, December 15—The depression in rail- 
road stocks and excitement on the New York stock 
exchange had its effect on the course of values for 
cereals on this market, but there was a rally toward 
the close of trading in the afternoon which left 
values at about the same as yesterday, while pro- 
visions were strong and higher. The opening in 
wheat was 4c, but rallied %c, influenced some by 
a decline in consols, stronger European markets 
and the advance in provisions. The amount of 
wheat on ocean passage increased p90,000 bushels, 
and the break in stocks caused a weaker feeling, 
which caused May delivery to drop from 85'c to 
Sac, rallied again to 85ec, but fell offagain to 84%. 
On the afternoon board there was a sharp rally to 
84%2c, where the market rested for the day. 

The fcorn market was influenced somewhat by 
wheat; with trading light and mainly of a local 
cheracter. May delivery fluctuated between 424%@ 
ave and closed at 42%4c. Receipts were fairly 
large, and estimated receipts for tomorrow were 
smaller. 

Oats were quiet and prices showed little change. 

Receipts of live hogs at the stock yards were 
smaller than usual, and this made shorts in provis- 
ions rush to cover. Mess pork opened at $11.75 for 
May delivery, rose to $11.92% and closed in the lat- 
est trading at $11.90.

the street below. The room is in the rear of the 
building and has but ote window, 
a narrow, tallene. In the room are two beds 
so {situated one on either side of the -win- 
dow that a pessage way is left between them ‘to 
the window. - Yesterday afternoon, about five 
o'clock, Mr. White Went to his room and laid 
down to take a nap. There was nooncin the 
room at the time, and he soon fell asleep. He 
slept soundly until after dark, and then gotting 
up started out of the room, intending to go to 
a restanrant and get his supper. As he left his 
bed the recom was dark, but in looking about 
he detected a light coming through the win- 
dow, and thinking that it was 
the open door, started toward it. The 
window reaches nearly to the floor 
and When Mr. White reached it he raised the 
lower sash and stepped out, thinking that he 
was about to descend the stairway. Directly 
under the window there wasa covered carriage, 
and upon this Mr. White dropped and then on 
to the hard ground he went. The fall brought 
him te his senses, but when he attempted to 
get up he found that his backg was too badly 
hurt. Intense pains shot through his body 
and. sinking back upon the ground, Mr. White 
began calling for heip. The yard into which 
he dropped is surrounded by a high fenee and 
this, together with the high, whistling wind 
which was prevailing, “gga anyone 
passing along Forsyth street from 
hearing his crics. .The evening was yery cold 
end in a short time Mr. White began to Shiver. 
Hic became chilled through and through and: 
feating that he would freeze to death renewed 
bis calls louder and stronger, but no one heard 
them. Fiually his voice gave out and fally 
believing that he would die where he had 
fallen, Mr. White began to prepare himself for 
the inevitable. About balf past 8 o’tlock, two 
bours and a half after he had fallen, he again 
hegan calling for help and this time Was suc- 
cessful in attracting help. About that time 
John Harper and Charles Steadley, two young 
men who room in the building 
entered their room and hearing 
the calls began an investigation. At first 
they were considerably puzzled in locating the 
cries, but, after alengthy search, found Mr. 
White. The young men hurtiedly secured 
help and carricd the man to his room, where a 
fire was built anda physciian calledin. Mr., 
White was put in bed and carefully covered, 
with heavy bedding, and in a short time began 
to thaw out. With the warmth he began to 
grow better,and to those about him told his 
adventure. 

“T came up here,” said he, “before dark and 
went to sleep. I slept soundly and awoke just 
asthe clock was strikinz six. At least I thought 
I was awake then, but I don’t think now that 
il was awake. I was eitheir walking in my sleep 
—athing I have done before—or I was only 
half awake. I thought I'd go down town 
and get my supper. I remember distinctly’ 
walking between these two beds thinking I 
was going down the hallway out there. I re-
